Hemingway Receives Nobel Prize for Literature 


Writer Gets 
Award for 
Gentle Story 


Novelist is the 
Fifth American 
Winner of Prize 


STOCKHOLM, Sweden (I*—Ern­ 
est Hemingway, who brought clip­ 
ped clarity to a generation of 
American letters with savage tales 
of gulls, bitterness and bravery, 
today won the 1954 Nobel Prize for 
literature with his gentle story of 
a noble old man and a fish. 
* His short, quiet tale titled “The 
OW Man and the Sea,” convinced 
‘the Swedish Academy of Literature 
Hemingway merited the coveted 
award because of the “idealistic 
tendencies” of his new work, where 
for years it had by-passed his pow­ 
erful stories. 
In announcing their decision the 
judges said the award was given 
Hemingway “for his forceful and, 
in modern literary art, style-mak­ 
ing mastership, lately demonstrat­ 
ed in “The OW Man and the Sea.” 
The 56-year-old he-man novelist 
became the fifth American winner 
in the half-century since the Nobel 
Prize for literature was created. 
Four American Predecessors 
Americans who won the prize 
before him were Sinclair Lewis, 
Eugene O’Neill, Pearl Buck and 
William Faulkner. 
But probably 
none of the cartier winners influ­ 
enced modern American literature 
with the power of Hemingway. 
Up to this year he had, however, 
been a perennial loser in the Nobel 
search for an “ideal” with his 
epics of virile pride and passion 
in the face of futility, contained 
in such widely acclaimed works 
as “The Sun A bo R ises,” “A Fare­ 
well to Arm s,” and “For Whom 
the BeU Tolls.” 
Only four years ago critics jeer­ 
ed his first novel in a decade-— 
“ Across the River and Into the 
Trees”—as the work of a has-been. 
Hemingway’s answer 
came in 
2952. “The Old Man and the Sea,” 
won immediate acclaim from pub­ 
lic and critics 
A Tale of Futility 
Today that novel was generally 
accepted as the clincher that won 
him the Nobel Prize. 
The lone 
three-day fight of an old and luck­ 
less Cuban fisherman to land an 
enormous fish towing his boat still 
was a tale of futility, for in the 
end sharks consumed the 
fish.

is ahead of Russia in the atomic 
arms race 
“ As long as we have the power 
to destroy Russia it she strikes at 
us. she will not strike,” Groves said.
